CHALMERS BULLDOZED. 


The Ex-Bulldozer Swindled Out of 
His Certificate by a Dirty 
Trick. | 


JACKSON, Miss., Nov. 18.—Considerable inter- 
est is taken in the election matter of Chalmers 
and Manuing. late candidates for Congress in the 
Second Mississippi District. Secretary-ot-State 
Myers today canvassed the votes, and decided 
in Manning's favor. The case occupied the 
greater part of the day.

Rival Lovers Turn a Church-Festival 
into a Pandemonium.

Wasntworbox. D. C., Nov. 18.—The electrical 
storm bas ended. after nearly thirty hours’ dura- 
tion here. Prof. Skiuner, of the Naval Observa- 
tory, thinks that there is some relation between 
the auroral stormsand the sun spots. He said 
to a reporter today: “It cannot be said that 
there is any connection between sun spots and 
electrical storms for the reason that there is not 
enough known about such phenomena to 
support such a theory. But still it bas 
been ascertained that there is a pe- 
riodicity about sun spots of seven 
years. At the beginning of the period these are 
not few, and in the middle is observed the great- 
est number, with gradual diminishing numbers 
towards the latter part. Now it has been ob- 
ger ved that, at the period of the greatest fre- 
quency of the sun spots, there are electric 
storms, We don't what is the cause of the elec- 
tric storms any more than we kuow what is the 
cause of the sun spots, or any of the other phe- 
nomena of the sun about which our knowl- 
edge is mainly hypothetical. I happened to ob- 
serve a large sun-spot yesterday, and it 
appeared to havea circular motion with a form 
something Ike a funnel—a shape that I had 
never seen before. It has been observed on sev- 
eral occasions that these displays accompanied 
the appearance of the sun spots, but the obser- 
vations do not include a sufficient number of 
times to warrant the theory that there is such a 
connection as exists between the sun spots and 
the electric storms. I expect that the observa- 
tions obtained yesterday will throw additional 
light upon che causes of the recurrence of 
au plays.“ 

ANOTHER SCIENTIST 
holds the theory of the electrical constitution 
of the solar system, maintaining that the auro- 
ral display was of the same nature as the tail of 
a comet, and that earth was a sort of 
tailed comet, the little fan-shaped tail always

SUBURBAN TRAVEL. 


A Wordin Defence of the Burlington & 
Qaincy Management. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 

CuHICcAGo, Nov. 18.—I notice in your edition of 
Nov. 2 an article headed “Our Suburban 
Travel.“ wherein you treat at considerable 
length on the accommodations provided for our 
citizens who wish to raise their families and 
spend their evenings acd Sundays in the quiet 
calm of a country home, and with your permis- 
sion I wish’ to reply in justice to the railroad 
companies 80 situated as to be able to do any of 
this suburban business, and try to explain the 
principles on which this business is conducted 
and the endeavors made to satisfy the wants of 


the public. 

This subject has been but little discussed in 
the newspapers, and with the public at large it 
is not to be wondered at that some misappre- 
hensions exist as to the whys ana wherefores of 
the several forms of tickets, etc., which it is 
necessary to use todo justice to our different 
classes of commuters, and enable us to make 
the rates as tow as possibie to those who bave to 
patronize our suburban trains the most; and 
while what follows, instances throughout, the 
suburban busifess of the Chicago, Buriington 
& Quincy UHroad in many points, it may be 
applied to the other suburban roads of Chicago 
as well. 

The interest manifested by the railroad man- 
agers in sulmrban travei in and out of Chicago 
hus taken shape in the institution of a system 
which, for'convenience, has not been excelled, 
we think, in any other part of the United States 
in the same length of time. We should bear in 
mind that the suburban towns contiguous to 
Boston, New York, and Philadelpbia are not the 
work of a dozen years or so like ours, but have 
been undergoing a process of building up oa a 
grand scale by people of weaith fur a generation 
or more, and the work of the landscape garden- 
er and florist bas rendered them attractive to 
others. The patronage that the railroads run- 
ning through these towns receive is larger than 
we can boast, but the accommodations, as far as 
rapid transit and cheapness of fare are con- 
cerned, are not as favorable as those offered by 
the Chicago lines. 

You speak of the intricacies that suburban 
people are subjected to in the matter of tickets, 
and claim that itison this point the railway 
manager ventilates his spite against the subur- 
banite. This is a wrong idea, which, I think you 
will admit, if you will consider the following ex- 
planauon of the forms of suburban tickets used 
ou one of these suburban roa Ch 
Burlington & Quincy.

A system has been put into effect in the con- 
duct of this business which we think will eu- 
courage the growth of the suburbs in enabling 
the business-men of the city to avail themselves 
of the attractions offered ia a suburban lite, by 
the simplicity of the forms of tickets (where the 
wants of the different classes of purchasers is 
concerned), by the cheapness of these tick 
and by the frequency of trains and the rapidity 
of the train service. In adopting the above 
policy we are animated not so much by what the 
Present patronage would warrant us in offering,. 
as by the consideration of what will make these 
suburbs easily accessible and available to the 
public. In this sense the suburban service of 
some of our railroads is rather in advance of the 
actual needs. 

In conciusion you can readily see that the ar- 
ticle published has a tendency to create in the 
minds of our citizensa wrong im re- 
garding the facilities given to remove into the 
country, and I would be giad if you will bring 
this statement before the public in your col- 
umns,and beip to correct any misconception 
that may be lodged tothe detriment of such

TARIFF CONSPIRACY. 


Bepeal of Whisky and Tobacco Taxes to 
Prevent a Reduction of the High 

Tariff. 

Corresvondence New York Times. 

WASHINGTON. D. C., Nov. 17.—The sup- 
porters of the doctrine of protection and the 
representatives of the coddied industries 
will strive with ail their might at the coming 
session of Congress to reduce the revenue 
arising from internal taxes. They will be 
assisted by the popular feeling in regard toa 
reduction of taxation and by the hostility 
If 
can cut off at one blow 
a great part of the internal 
revenue, they may thereby prevent a reduc- 
tion of exorbitant duties which would de- 


crease the profits of protected monopolies. 
There must be revenue from some source 


with which to pay the expenses of the Gov- 
ernment. a heavy reduction is made in 
the field of internal revenue then it will not 
be possible to make a heavy reduction of 
customs duties: The greater the reduction 
of revenue from internal taxes the smaller 
the reduction of duties on imports in the re- 
vision of the tariff which will be made. Pig- 
Iron Kelley, the Chairman of the Ways and 
Means Committee, has been in this city for 
two or three days, and it has been announced 
that he is here for the purpose of inducing 
the President and the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury to recommend to Congress a large reduc- 
tion of internal taxation. 

The coming session will be a very short 
one. There will be barely sixty working 
days in it, and it cannot be expected that 
much pro will be made in any direction 
until after the holiday recess. There will be 
barely sponge — in 2 — for ** 
preparation, considera 0 
the annual appropriation bills. Khe calen- 
dars are heavy with all sorts of bills in all 
stages of progress. Every Cangressman who 
has a pet bill will urge its passage. It is not 
expected that there will be time for a revis- 
ion of the tariff, although the report of the 
Taritf Commission and the testimony 
taken by the commission will be placed in 
the hands of members. But something may 
be done with the pendi bill for the reduc- 
tion of internal taxes, the friends of the 
great protected industries will make that 
bill, or some bill relating to same sub- 
ject, the centre of legislative interest outside 
of appropriation bills. 

Early in the last session the Ways and 
Means Committee undertook to report a bill 
which contemplated a reduction of internal 
taxes to the amount of $70,000,000 a year. 
The Republican caucus put its foot upon this 
bili and announeed that public sentiment 
would not allow taxes to be lifted from whis- 
ky and tobacco. Then a smaller bill was re- 
ported and passed by the House. This bill 
repeals the stamp tax on bank-checks, drafts, 
orders, and vouche the tax on the capital 
and deposits of banks and bankers, the 
tax on matches, perfumery, and medical 

reparations. It reduces the license fees to 

paid by dealers and manufacturers of to- 
bacco and cuts down the tax on cigars. It 
was sent to the Senate and report- 
ed without substantial change on July 
6. T Republicans in Senate 
decided some tariff legislation 
was demanded by country, although the 
Commission bill had been passed, and there- 
fore several important amendments to the 
Revenue bill were introduced by Senator 
Morrill, who had charge of the original bill. 
These amendméuts proposed to repeal the 
emergency duty on sugar, to authorize the 
use of the polariscope, to reduce the duty on 
steel rails to $20, and to readjust the duties 
en wares made of hoop, band, and scroll iron, 
Almost innumerable amendments relating to 
the tariff and to internal revenue were of- 
fered and supported by the Democrats, and a 
long and tiresome debate ensued. When the 
session ended the bill had not been passed in 
the Senate. The attempt upon the part of 
the Kepuolicans to fy popular de- 
mand by begiuning a revision of 
tariff had opened the deor for amend- 
ments and debate, a prevented any final 
action from being taken. 

It is proposed now by the advocates of pro- 
tection to extend the scope of the bill as to 
include the abolition of the entire tax upon 
tobacco. Itis —— and with much reason, 
that a general revision of the tariff cannot be 
made in the coming short session; but it will 
be comparatively easy to cut off the tobacco 
tax.

tion from one section to another and from the 
United States to Europe. 

There is still another view to be taken of 
this matter which we have no doubt will be 
equally beyond the comprehension of the 
average editor of a sleepy old town. There 
isan intimation in the paragraph quoteu 
above that the people of IIlinois are in tavor 
of the ship canai because it would furnish 
Chicago with a proper drainage system. Of 
course that is a mere Incident, but the Cin- 
cinnati editor might have added that such a 
result would also be an excellent reason why 
the people of the entire country should ap- 
prove of the project. It is entirely within 
bounds to say that there is no one object in 
the future of this country, except the maln- 
tenance of the Republic, which B of so much 
concern to the American people as the wel- 
fare of Chicago.

NEW SsTREETS FOR THE SsOUTH DI- 
VISION, 

There are s@éveral movements looking to 
the extension of public thoroughfares for 
the South Division of the city. The some- 
what contracted space available for streets 
in the northern portion of the South Division, 
the encroachments which have been made 
by the steam and street railways, and the 
overerowded condition of the down-town 
thoroughfares are conditions which make the 
consideration of these various projects not 
merely important but urgent. ‘They may be 
reviewed briefly in the order of precedence 
which their claims seem to merit. 

The opening of Dearborn street as far 
south as Taylor street is entitled to the first 
consideration. The Common Council passed 
an ordinance for such extension March 16, 
1882, and the city filed its petition in the Su- 
perior Court for the condemnation of prop- 
erty necessary to the work on March 24, 1882, 
There the case stands. In the meantime, 
however—March 20, 1882—the Western In- 
diana Railroad Company filed petitions in 
the County Court to condemn for its own 
purposes all the property lying between Van 
Buren and Taylor streets and Third and 
Fourth avenues, which, if carried out, would 
defeat the extensiou of Dearborn street that 
had been previously ordered by®the Couneil. 
The proceedings on the part of the city have 
hung fire ever since, and the delay has im- 
posed serious losses on the property-owners, 
as set forth ina memorial they have addressed 
to the Mayor requesting him to press the city 
petition. The law department of the city 
ought to urge this suit. The Western In- 
diana Railroad Company has no just claim 
upon any better terminal facilities than it 
now enjoys. Within a few years Twelfth 
street will be the very centre of the business 
district, and even now it is as near the 
centre as any railroad can reasonably de- 
mand for depot purposes. One of the Dear- 


born street owners, who writes to THE 


TRIBUNE in behalf of the immediate prose- 
eution of the city’s condemnation suit, sug- 
gests the following explanation of the delay: 

Many of the property-owners regard Mayor

DR. WOODWARD ON MANUAL TRAINING, 
We print elsewhere in this issue of Tux 
TRIBUNE a full report of Dr. Woodward’s 
lecture, delivered before members of the 
Board of Education, teachers, and others in 
this city yesterday. Dr. Woodward is di- 
rector of the Manual-Training School of St. 
Louis, and he may properly be called the 
chief apostie in the United States of the new 


dispensation in edueation. The lecture is- 


worthy of careful perusal by all who are in- 
terested jn the subject discussed. The first 
part of the lecture is profoundly philosophic- 
al, and the concluding portions are eminently 
practical, showing that the Doctor is famillar 
with the lore of the schools, that he knows 
all that the teachers of the. old régime pre- 
tend to teach, and hence that he has reached 
his conclusions by an exhaustive study of 
the whole subject of educational methods. 

In saying this we show that the Doctor is 
not an educational quack, He stands upon 
his present plane after having traversed the 
entire ground of educational effort. And he 
declares that he does not propose to take 
anything from the curriculum of the schools, 
but to add something to it. He declares also 
that his experience and that of others has 
demonstrated that what he adds to the course 
(loes not detract in the smallest degree from 
the progress.of the student in the purely in- 
tellectual branches of study. In a word, he 
asserts positively that the student in the man- 
ual-training school who receives practical in- 
struction in the elementary principles of me- 
chanics through the use of tools by the lab- 
oratory method two hours each day ad- 
vances fully as rapialy in the intellecutual 
branches of study as the student in the pub- 
lic school who has no manual training what- 
ever. 

This is the pivotal point. It disposes final- 
ly and conclusively of the objection that the 
introduction of manual training into the pub- 


lie schoo i we cage the present educa- 
tional sy objection.was urged at 


) Saratoga at the meeting of the educators of 


the United States last summer, and, if we 
mistake not, was pressed with extreme vigor 
by Dr. White, of Purdue University, In- 
diana,’ Dr. Woodward says, in his homely 
way: 
to build up; 1 do not propose to interfere 
with the existing public educational struct- 
ure, but only to add a wing to it.“ 


The only further opjection that can be | 


urged 1s the cost, and this objection obtains 
against all eduvation. This is an economic 
question. Society long ago decided that it 
could not afford to withhold education from 
the masses. The question remalns: How 
much shall we educate? This question 
brings forward the great social problems of 
the age; how to make the best citizens, how 
to render the largest number not only self- 
supporting but independent and hence con- 
tented, how to assure the greatest attainable 
equality in the distribution of the fruits of 
labor, 

The nation that has failed to educate its 
people has always been compelled, periodic- 
ally, to shoot some of them, and the shooting 
of people is attended with great expense. 
This is the unvarying lesson of history. If 
the money that has been spent in war had 
been expended in education illiteracy would 
long since have been bantshed from the 
world. Had the Southern people been 
thoroughly educated no rebellion could have 
occurred in the interest of slavery. Money 
judiciously expended for education, then, is 
money devoted to the cause of peace, good 
order, and prosperity. 

The industrial aspect of the subject of 
manual training has avery broad signifi- 
eance, Which THz Tame has repeatedly 
considered, But its social aspect is still 
more important, for it concerns free institu- 
tions. The country can no more continue to 
exist half ignorant and half educated than it 
could continue to exist half slave and half 
free. A fair distribution of the fruits of 
labor is impossible in a community in which 
a vast portion of the people are illiterate. It 
is manifestly the part of wisdom, therefore, 
to educate not only the brain, but the hands, of 
the boy who is destined to labor. If the State 
does not so equip him at the start, the State 
will be compelled to support or punish him 
in the end, 


. THE FRENCH “TROUBLES. 

The readers of Tue Tunern who have 
followed the foreign dispatches are fully in- 
formed asto the violent threats and demon- 
strations which have been made by the work- 
ingmen of nearly all classes in France, more 
particularly in the large cities, though the min- 
ers also have played an important part in 
these outbreaks. The cause, however, has 
not been distinctly apparent, and so it has 
been set down as a matter of course that the 
workingmen were dissatisfied with prices 
and wages or were affected by depression of 
trade, Undoubtedly in some cases wages 
have been reduced to a very low standard, 
but this is not the only cause and in some in- 
stances, like that of the disaffected miners, it 
did not figure at all. 

The Loudon Spectator, in an interesting 
discussion of the alarm in France, assigns 
some reasons not generally known. One of 
these reasons is found in the tendency of 
workingmen in the rural districts to flock 
into the cities, which, of course, has a tend- 
ency to keep wages down and rents up. The 
burden falls heaviest upon unskilled work- 
memen. Competition goes against them, 
and they find difficulty in. getting work and 
equaly iu gutting food when they have work. 
Says the Spectator: “ happens constantly, 
we are told, that decent tut half-skilled 
workmen of Paris aid Lyons. who can earn 
but 20 francs ($4) a week, and that with oc- 
casional breaks, which everybody forgets,

urally hate the landlord class. The better 
class of wor en are proportionately af; 
fected by the r in rents and cost of living, 
and, though do net engage in violent 
outbreaks, synipathize With the lower class 
in their fight with the landlords. As there b 
no Poor Jaw, they demand one, and. the 
formulate their (desire in this direction in the 
demand that tue State shall faruish empl oy- 
ment for laborers when out of work. 

This is the condition in the cities, and there 
is not much hope for a change, as the work- 
inginen will not go outside the barriers 
when they can help it, and remaining inside 
must expose uselves to the riufnotis cost 
of living and the naturally depressed state 
of wages. Among the workingmen while 
in this condition and ready to listen to al- 
inost any scheme of violence, the anarchists 
havé been at work. Formerly workingmen 
were Commanists, and labored to have the 
Commune become the owner of property and 
the only employer of labor. Communism, 
however, is not a favorit word now, nor is 
there such anxiety to establish the communis- 
tic scheme as there was before the terri- 
ble retribution which the French people 
took in 1870. Another class of men, the 
anarchists, the very social scum of Europe, 
have been at work among these discontented 
men urging them on to violence, and the 
lower the intelligence of the workingmen 
the more easily have they been convinced, 
The anarchists teach that all society, all 
government, general or municipal, all bound- 
aries, national or provincial, and even all 
property must be swept away in order that 
out of the chads a new order may be self-de- 
veloped.”. Among the miners they urged 
them to fake the mines themselves, and con- 
vinced them that there should be no such 
class as employers, The deluded wretches 
undertook to follow the anarchists’ counsels 
and speedily found themselves in prison. 

The safeguards against anarchy are to be 
found in the peasantry of France, and they 
are the very nien who put down the Com- 
mune in 1870. They are the governing power, 
As the Spectator says: They elect five- 
sixths of both Chambers, and therefore 
the President and Ministry. They fill all 
civil appointments and all professions. They 
furnish all military and naval officers, and 
thirteen-fifteenths of all recruits in both 
services. They constitute, therefore, a mass 
ef power against which, it it is once 
united and resolved, resistance is worse 
than hopeless;-is murderous folly: For 
the anarchists to hope to spread their 
ideas among these men is futile.” Against 
this solid wall of resistance should anarachy 
attempt to make head it will be dashed in 
pieces as Communism was in 1870. It is the 
same power, actuated by the same motives, 
league@ together for the same purpose—the 
safety of its property; and when the same 
men who own the property are the govern- 
ing power and the war power also, the first 
serious outbreak of anarchy will be put 
down in blood. 


OFFICESEEKING. | 

The ideal political community is the town- 
ship organization of New England as con- 
ducted during the early period of the histery 
of the country. There was a time, not 80 
long distant either, when to seek office in a 
New England town was to commit ‘social 
suicide, It was a literal fact that the office 
sought the man and not the man tbe office. 

We have changed all that. We have trav- 
eled so far away from the ideal system of 
choosing public servants that there is no 
Yonger any solid ground to stand upon. 
There was atime when no man sought ofilice; 
there was atime when men sought office by 
all honorable | means; and we have now 
fallen upon a time when office is sought 
through every species of fraud and dishonor. 

Officeseeking at best is discreditable. The 
man who goes about in the community beg- 
ging his fellow-citizens to vote for him 
rather than for another fora place of high 
honor or personal profit presents a singular 
His attitude 
is that of an egotist noisily proclaiming the 
superiority of his own capabilities and vir- 
tues. The man who pursues such a course 
in social life is laughed at, and in business 
circles he is distrusted. But in political life 
such a course is in fact more offensive to 
good taste than itis either in social or busi- 
ness life. The officeseeker buttonholes the 
voter, and says: “Look here, I want to 
make laws for your government; or, I want 
to expound them on the bench; or, I want to 
assess or collect your taxes; or, I want to 
hold the public funds.” 

Of course in an appeal like this modesty is 
thrown to the winds. Nor is it supposed for 
a moment that the aspirant is intent on the 
publie interest; Every voter who undergoes 
the impudent process of buttonheling 
knows that the eager canvasser consults 
nothing but hig own personal interest and 
profit. No wonder that politics is so de- 
bauched when the custom of officeseeking 
has become universal. Nor is it difficult to 
understand how the primaries of both polit 
ical parties have fallen into such disgrace 
and degradation. 

It goes without saying that when offices 
are only to be gotten by the seeking, the 


most impudent, the most audacious will con- | 


stitute a Jarge majority of the seekers. ‘The 
primary becomes the objective point of this 
army of officeseekers. Over what its de- 
cree shall be they quarrel. They hire re 
tainers and marshal them. The rival as- 
pirants want votes, and they don’t care how 
they get chem. The primary verges on riot, 
Each party to the squabble struggles to get 
in its own votes and keep out the votes of its 
opponent. The poll is surrounded by the 
roughs, thugs, and shoulder-hitters of both 
political organizations, and decent citizens 
und it safer to stay away. This is What of- 
ficeseeking leads to—disgusting exhibi- 
tions of selfishness and ruffianism. This 
is the slough of despond into which 
the ideal political system of the fathers has 


fallen. The climax of folly and injustice 


has been reached in New York City, where 
the officeseeking class have converted the 
Republican primary into a close corporation 
and actually excluded from its membership 
nine-tenths of the Republican party. The 
extent of the evil of packed and fraudulent 
primaries in the Empire State is measured 
by the overwhelming character of Judge 
Folger's defeat. But the evil which as- 
sumed such monstrous proportions in New 
York is present, only in a less degree, in 
every State in the Union, Officeseeking has 
dearaded the caucus to the level of a pot- 
house brawl; in every State in the Union 
Republicans have protested against the abuse 
in proportion to its extent.

THE PROTECTION LIFE. 


A Minute Dividend Appearing in the 
Near Future. 

In response to numerous inquiries for in- 
formation on the subject, a reporter of Tux 
TRIBUNE yesterday called on Mr. E. D. 
Cooke, the Receiver of the defunct Protec- 
tion Life-Insurance Company, and asked him 
how he was getting along in the settlement 
of the bankrupt estate, and what the pros- 
pects of adividend were, Mr. Cooke gave 
every facility for the examination of the ac- 
counts, and his replies to the different ques- 
ons may be condensed into the. following 
statement:

As a whole they were nearly 
worthless. It was an understood thing on 
the part of the persons putting up these col- 
laterals they were never to be collected. 
When they wished to draw ont they canceled 
their stuck and withdrew. their collaterals. 
Thus it came that the only persons caught 
when the bubble burst were those who failed 
to get notice in time to draw out, They im- 
mediately set up the how! that they had been 
— 99 47 eased. and involved us in litigation 
which is not ended yet. They never expect- 
ed to pay their notes, and tought gvety step 
to compel payment, Then, tov, many, if not 
all, of the mortgagees were 8 on long 
time, and, as they contained no provision for 
foreclosure for non-payment ot interest, 
they dia not expire for rs As 
signee took charge. n, n, the law 
allows fifteen months for redemption, which 
was another delay. The titles had not been 
carefully looked into, and in man 
property was incuinbered by tax-ti which 

ad to be cleared off. I have had to borrow 
money to pay taxes and the costs of litiga- 
tion, and have obtained the leniency of the 
Master and Kegister in Bankru in regard 
to their fees. In the four years 1 have n 
actively engaged I have not used over $1,500 
for my Own services and e , and yet 1 
have done an immense amou of work. 
About a year was consumed by the policy- 
holders in applying to have the case removed 
to the bankruptcy side of the court. This 
was done under an attempt to compel tne 

ayment of unassessed liabilities for death- 
osses, but Judge 3 decided against 
this, declaring that policy-holders had the 
option of forfeiting policies non- 
payment of assessments, and hence could 
not be deprived of 0 25 a 
general order from him.

“ They consist chiefly of $537,412 of death 
losses. Of this amount the company had as- 
sessed and received $234,978, but had squan- 
dered it.

There are 
others, but they are comparatively small and 
unimportant.”’

Negotiations are now in progress for their 
sale. I have foreclosed on 115 lots in Jeffer- 
son. ‘Their value is doubtful, but they have 
been foreclosed on a mortgage for $15,000, 
There are 500 acres near Braidwood, 
Will County, under which there is supposed 
to be coal, to which the title is all ri he ox- 
cept as to eighty acres, where a tax-titie is 
bothering us. We have a suit against 
Charles G. Breed for $25,000, which is in 
doubt. There are a number of smaller items, 
which I have a long list of, if you care to go 
into details?“ 

“What do you expect to realize.“ 

“That depends much on the outcome of 
pending suits. If they result favombly 1 
believe I can realize, clear, about $50,000, 
When I told Mr. Bradiey, the Clerk of the 
United States Court, I expected to that 
amount, he said it was just $50, more 
than he expected. An outside dividend 
wets be 10 per cent, with 5 per cent as the

“Iam hoping to get at it by the middle of 
next year. Some of our litigation may .be 
terminated any day. The moment 1 get out 
of the courts I am ready to turn over every- 
thing. Iam always at home to any policy- 
holder who may desire to see me, and my 
books and accounts are always open to in- 
spection. I am glad you have called, to let 
the public know that every possible precau-

Rice agreed to pay $12,000 rent the first 28 
$14,000 the second, $16,000 the third, 20,000 
the fourth and tifth years, and to assume and 
pay the $50,000 debt on the furniture. After 
this debt was paid, Couch and Rice were to own 
the furniture jointly. ite value was estimated 
at $200,000, and it was expected Couch would be 
abie out of the proceeds of it to pay the amouut 
due complainant. Dupee and Chumasero aleo 
induced Couch to turn over all the 
supplies in the hotel and the accounts 
due nim, to be credited as partial paymeot on 
the chattel mortgage. About $12,000 of ac- 
counts and $6,000 worth of supplies were thus 
turned over to Rice, and Couch then turned over 
his balf interest in the furniture to some third 


party, so as to have it preserved for him beyond 


the rench of his creditors. When the 000 
mortgage fell due it had been reduced by pay- 
ments to about $25,000, but instead of havi it 
d off Chumasero and Dupee induced Couc 
ve the mortgage foreclosed, so that the prop- 
erty could be bid in by some friend, 
any judgment creditors cut of. A 
very modest advertisement of the proposed saie 
was made, and on the islet of March, 1879, the 
property was bid off to H. H. Gregg, a book- 
keeper at the Tremont House, for $54,702.92; he 
being the only bidder. Complainant charges 
that the sale was the result of a conspiracy, and 
was a fraud on Couch’s creditors. The furni- 
ture is now owned by some party who holds a 
half interest for Rice, and the other half for 
Chumasero and Dupee. Couch has demanded 
that the income or rentfrom an ucdivided baif 
of the furniture te paid to bim, but he has 
been told, as complainant avers, that if 
be does not remain quiet he and 
his wife will be turned out of ue Tremont 
House, and Dupee even threatens that if affairs 
are not allowed to go along as they are be (Du- 
ee) will wreck the Ira Couch estate, and 
ave the mortgages on the real estate fore- 
closed. Chumasero and Dupee, as is further al- 
leged. are anxiously waiting for Couch’s death, 
and are becoming so impatient that one of them 
had “not only the heartlesness but the impu- 
dence lately to ask this old man, now years of 
age, why he did not burry up aud die.” 
Prior to February, 1881, a lar num- 
ber of parties bad recovere juag- 
ment against Couch, and in order to yay 
them. Couch conveyed all dis interest in his 
brother's estate to William Hale, the latter rep- 
resenting that he would buy up such judgments 
at a discount, so as to release the rea estate, 
und that it would then be sold, free of incum- 
brance. Hale bas bought N four judgments, 
and Couch's interest id bis brother's estate bas 
been sold under one of the executions and 
bought. in in Hale's interest. In conclusion, 
Mrs. Johusou asks that Chumasero and Dupoe 
MAY GIVE A CIRCUMSTANTIAL ACCOUNT 
of the services they bave rendered for Couch, of 
the moneys they have received from him or 
from Rice for him; that Rice may be compeiled 
to tall dow much he bas paid for the rent of the 
hotel furniture and on the $5,000 mortgage; 
that Hale — disciose on what conditions be 
holds Couch’s interest in the Couch estate: that 
Gregg may reveal for whom he bid in the tur- 
niture; that Couch may be compelled to pay ber 
the amount he owes; and that Dupee, Chuma- 
sero, . Hale, and Couch may be enjoined 
from destroying or mutileting any of the books 
of account of the Tremont House or from 
transferring the certilicate of sale under execu- 
ox of Couch’s interest iu his brother's estate. 
The bill contains nearly seventy-five printed 
pages, and is sworn to; buta very large pro- 
portion of these ebarges are made on mere 
“information and belier,”’ and there is so unu-

yet the Madison Square ‘returned his MS., 
cruélly femark one insuparable ob- 
jection was the fact that some of his situn- 
tions were simple impossibilities on the stage; 
and that, however good literature the work 
might be, it was not a play. The work will 
be printed in extenso in thé Atlantic, and 
will be a curiosity as the dramatic work.of 
our most undramatie novelist.

BLAST AT TRADES-UNIONS. 


A New Tract by Carlyle—Bad, Botched 
Work, and Constant Demand for More 
Wages—Premoters and Stock-Speca- 
lators Denounced. 

An interesting tract by Thomas Carlyle 
concerning “Trades-Unions, Promoterism 
and the Signs of the Times,“ has been lately 
discovered in possession of an EBdihtburg 
friend of Carlyle. It is, as the New York 
Tribune says in publishing it, a supplement 
to the “Latter-Day Pamphiets,”’ but it was 
written at Chelsea in the author's T7th year, 
namely in 1873, when the evils of trades- 
unions were plain enougn in England. Of 
course, itis in crabbed English, but the most 
cf it In such terms as the trades-unionist 
could not help understanding, verhaps much 
better than the promoters could; concern 
ing both it must be said that Carlyle saw 
their immense evils; he did not see the grad- 
ual compensations to the trades-unions, but, 
on the other hand, there is no sort of com- 
pensation for “promoterism,” which still 
flourishes, here as well as in England. This 
now first published ratiocination, somewhat 
abridged, here tollows: 

The Trades Unions of our days stand in 
notable contrast to the old Trades-Unions 
(called Gutids) of former centuries. Guilds 
were for epee: the conscience of work- 
men, teaching every workman that it was 
not permitted him to think of doing his 
work inn; that the *‘ honor of a workman” 

d of all his brethren, consisted in faithful 
skillfal, and excellent oer ep of work, and 
in never by any temptation debasing himself 
to work Ike a botcher, much less like a 
thiefand knave. Trades-Unions again are 
avowedly for increase of wages alone: of 
thievery, knavery, betchery meeting in the 
work doné, no account is had, or, if any 
rather a preference shown for these sad 
qualities! Guilds, therefore, we can define 
as tending Heabenward for all parties 
(namely, toward discharge more and more 
perfect of the Dutizs one had undertaken); 
Trades-Unions as tending Hellward (Down- 
ward let us suy ?) for ail (that is, Toward 

getting mere and more wages fur work how- 
rer done). Between men masters, ac- 
cordingly, never was such scandal of work 
iil-done, and never such perpetual battle 
about the car wriges to be de-

„% A Few Serious Words on a Familiar 


Curcaco, Nov. 18. — The questions asked in 

our article under this heading (TRIBUNE, 

ov. 5) are such as every one well informed 
in musical matters will answer affirmatively. 
It is an undeniable fact that there is a gOOd 
deal more talk about a love of music than 
any practical demonstration of it”; that mu- 
steal enterprises receive but scant support; 
“that our singing societies are obliged 
to crawl on crutches,” etc. There ate 
various causes for this state of 
things, which may all be removed in 
time, some more rapidly than others. 
Musical sociéty is a matter of slow growth. 
Mighty cities (take Chicago as the best il- 
lustration) can spring up in one generation, 
but musical taste requires several. When 
people have to work hard to be fed, clothed, 
and housed they have no leisure for things 
of less importance; we are constantly work- 
ing under high pressure, and when we re- 
turn to our homes after a day’s work feel 
but little inelined to do anything more, be it 
even $0 easy as that reauired in listening to 
good music. When questions of prime ne- 
cessity have been solved, people will both 
find more time aud show more inclitiation 
for att matters. It is not, however, of these 
causes that I wish to speak at this time. 

Musical habits or musical taste must be 
formed and acquired when we are most Im- 
pressionable—that is, in our youth. It is 
then that the firm foundation must be laid 
on which can be erected the stately stracture 
bearing the names of Bach, Beethoven, 
Wagner. This foundation being wanting, 
the admiratioti for classical music is only 
another name for hypocricy. But what 
chances were there twenty or thirty 
years ago for ‘acquiring musical taste 
in Chicago ? Very few indeed! 
The school, chureh, and home are the 
three places in which in our youth we learn 
those things that help, guide, and delight us 
in after life; it is in them that we must 
learn to love music. Now, music owes its 
eharms to three elements: Rhytum, melo- 
dy, and harmony. The most.common of these 
is rhythm. Even savages, wholly ignorant 
ot melody and harmony, are susceptible to 
the ‘ beauties of rhythm. Next to rhythm 
comes melody, requiring for its appreciation 
mofe cultivanen. We find melodies (folk- 
songs are but melodies) among all civilized 
nations. In these folk-songs national 
eharacteristics are happily and faithfully por- 
trayed. The third element, harmony, was 
slower growth than the other two, ann is 

ratively harder to understand and ap- 
rene ate. 1 often find pupils who are de- 
lighted by beautiful melodies questioning the 
eorrectness of a dissonance, 

Now, music in its broadest sense, not sim- 
ply classical music, must be able to stand the 
threefold test of rhythm, melody, and harmo- 
ny. Let the rhythm be ever so simple, but 
let it be natural; let the melodies be ever so 


childlike, bat let them be expressive; let 1 


harmonies be ever so plain, but let them be 
correct and tasteful, If we were to apply

eumstande, readers of Tak TRIBUNE may 
surely pause to inquire if something, not 
falling fat short of actual gréatnéss, may 
not be @xpected from its author, a young 
man. littlé more than lad, inexperienced, 
impulsive, and after the fashion of young 
lads of genius, apt to be affected, who is 
somewhut widely known as Mr. Oscar 
Wilde ? 

It may be added, at the risk of destroying 
the effect, that the heaviness of the drama, 
and its tragic intensity, are admirably re- 
lieved by an intermittent play of finely-tem- 
pered and incisive wit and badinage; a little 
too much, perhaps, after the Claude Melnotte 
fashion, but effective all the same. The lan- 
guage, too, though in prose, rises, whether 
designediy or not it is impossible to say, into 
blank verse as, towards the close, the action 
quickens towards the terriffic denodement.

CRIMINAL APATHY tN RBACHING THE RE-

A distinguished Episcopal Bishop, in a 
speech in New York City last week, spoke of 
the difficulty which the church sometimes 
experiences in “ getting down from her stilts 
and walking on the firm ground.“ Perhaps 
the English Bishop who best illustrates how 
this is to be done is Dr. Fraser, of Manches- 
ter, who. probably is better known to the 
world at large asa man than as a church 
dignitary. Bishop Fraser’s remarks upon 
secular subjects arealways those of a shrewd 
observer who has a comprehensive mind and 
is never reluctant to take the public into his 
confidence. He is especially happy in talking 
to plain artisans and work en. He never 
patronizes them, but in teaching them to re- 
spect his manhood, he leads them to respect 

emselves. Ina recent addres to working- 
men he told them that tears had been drawn 
from them by the performance of a home- 
ly, natural drama like “ Black-Eyed Su- 
sun.“ It is possibly an advantage to be un- 
der restraint with regard to attendance at 
the theatre, since one’s emotions are then the 
less under centrol are aroused more 
readily when they are appealed to, It ig a 
greater advantage to be young, as we sup- 
puse the Bishop was when his tears were 
drawn at the first sight of the healthy drama 
which he tells us he still remembers.

Within the compass of his brief visits to 
London he had found from his visits to the 
public exhibitions that a manly and pure” 
taste prevailed among the masses of the peo- 
ple in England. When the church thus comes 
down to the workingman and honestly tries 
to enter into his life, the problem of how to 
reach the masses will solve itself without 
the help of any tomes of theology. 

The ract of the matter is that the Christian 


Chureh has been criminally apathetic in 


reaching the moral and religious life of the 
people. ‘Today in England. which claims to 
represent the highest power of Christian 
civilization, girls of tender age may be seen 
crawling on their hands and knees, literally 
harnessed to trucks, and dragging them 
through the long, low, narrow galleries of 
the mines. Of clothing they hardly wear a 
rag, and of humanity they scarcely present 
the appearance. They live for years with- 
out seeing the sun or hearing the tuneful 
song of the birds; and thelr minds are con- 
scious of naught but the dull aching ofa 
cursed existence. Before such a one recently 
the sacred name of the Savior was men- 
tioned, when she exclaimed, *“‘ Who's Him? 
Be He a hodman or a pitman ?’ Thousands 
of females work at the forges in the same 
way as men, and frequently for seventeen 
hours a day, making nuts and bolts. They 
blow the bellows; they ply the hammer: they 
rake the furnace. Years ago Mrs. Brown- 
10 roused the latent pity and sluggish 
Christianity of the world by her Cry of the 
Children.” Now let the reverend Lavender 
Kids of the English Establishment, and the 
Reverend Windbags of- the American 
Churches, make way forthe man of apostolic 
zeal and Christian sympathy, who shall veri- 
fy and indeed preach good tidings of joy to 
all mankind.

I received yours of the 19th, but your lect- 


ure before the Chicago Historical Society 
did not reach me until today in consequence 
of its having been missent—an accident which 
rarely occurs in our admirably-managed 
post-office. Your letter wasasource of great 
pleasure to me, not only because it called to 
mind pleasant recollections of the sturdy in- 
dependence of Long John,” and of his per- 
severance and success, but beeause it brought 
to mind very vividly my wild and pleasant 
life at Chicago at the age of 18 and 19, and 
my almost daily successes in shooting, fish- 
ing, and hunting. 

In the spring of 1821 I exchanged from the 
infantry for no other 
earthly purpose than to enjoy life in the wil- 
derness among the then untamed savages of 
that region. Of course, I missed no oppor- 
tunity to do so, and it was probably that feel- 
ing more than philanthropy which prompted 
me to volunteer my trip to Rock Island, 
when the chances of success were fearfully 
against me. Fortunately for the Fifth Regi- 
ment, I did not stop to calculate the chances 
of success, and when I came to realize my 
situation it was idle to doso. When I sat 
down to write you 1 intended to 
give you a full sketch of our wilder- 
ness life at Chicago in 1821-’22; but I am just 
recovering from an attack of hereditary gout, 
of which my grandfather died, and to which 
I have been a martyr for fifty-eight years. 
This time the old Admiral attacked mein the 
a and I write with so much pain that I 
mug) cease writing today. Gout is a prince 
of diseases, and drives all others away, while 
the old fellow fights to get possession of the 
cabin (stomach). Confine him to the hold 
and he is hafimiess, but painful beyond 
description. I am so, and thus far have suc- 
ceeded, by prudent living and a constitution 
matured in Chi and that viclnity, in keep- 
ing my enemy fu tolerable subjection. 

As my residence at Chicago was long be- 
fore its sett! nt, it was 

EMPHATICALLY A WILDERNESS. 
Our nearest white inhabitant was at Fort 
Wayne, where once in every two weeks I, as 
Adjutant, sent a sergeant and private for our 
mall and for that -destined for Green Bay, 
which a sergeant and private from those 
headquarters were always ready to receive 
and carry forward. You say in your letter: 
“ ] wish you could remember the names of 
persons who then resided here.“ Why, my 
dear sir, although Admiral Gout has very 
seriously injured my powers of locomotion 


by fifty-eight years of persistent and at in- 


tervals terribly painful assaults, it has 
pleased God to leave all my faculties unim- 
paired. My memory is as perfect as it ever 
was; and I have in my mind’s eye very vivid- 
ly all the incidents of a somewhat eventful 


life. 

The residents of Chicago at the time of 
which I write, other than the employee ot 
the 8 were John B. ubien 
and his Indian family, and John Crafts, an 
agent of the American Far Company, whose 
headquarters were at Mackinac, under the 
charge of Ramsey Crooks. Mr. John Jacob 
Astor was, in fact, the company,.as he had 
purchased certain rights of the Northwest 
Company, and controlied the. fur-trade on 
United States soil. All his numerous agents 
assembied at Mackinac during the summer 
season, and among them were intelligent and 
educated Englishmen fond of adventure and 
risking their fortunes in the employ of the 
English, Northwest, and Hudson Bay Com- 
panies. All these, together with any officer 
passing through Mackinac on his way to 
Green Bay or Chicago, and gentlemen travel- 
ing for amusement, were compelled to become 
inmates of the company’s enormous head- 
quarters, and daily there wasa right good 
jovial dinner, of which from fifty to seventy 
parteok. The 2 the company 
was unbounded, and the best of wines were 
— and pressed upon the guests ad 
ibitum. 

Mr. John Crafts was the agent ot that com- 
pany at Chicago, and his shanty was about 
two miles up the East South] Branch of the 
Chicago River. He had in his employ asquaw 
and three half-breeds. 

Card-playing was prohibited in the garri- 
son by order of the Government, but we had 
plenty of it, nevertheless, at Crafts’, Wool- 
cot’s, and Varnum’s outside of the pickets. 

The foregoing two families—Beaubien’s 
and Crafts’—constituted 

THK SOLE RESIDENTS OF CHICAGO 

in 1821-’22, ‘The officers of the garrison were 
the following, all, except myself, being dead: 
Lieut.-Col. John McNeil, commanding; First 
Lieut. James Watson Webb, Adjutant; Capt. 
Hezekiah Bradley, Capt. John Greene, First 
Lieut. Horatio N. ker, Second Lieut. 
Lewis N. Morris, Dr. Henry F. Hail, Surgeon. 
Outside the fort were Dr. Alex. Wolcott, 
Indian Agent; John Kinzie, Sub-Agent; and 
Jacob B. Varnum, Indian storekeeper. Mc- 
Neil, Greene, Kinzie, Wolcott, and Varnum 
were married, and had each a white sewing- 
woman and the necessary half-breed. 

There was in 1822 no house, hut, or shanty 
of any kind, except those occupied by the 

nployés of the Government, other than 

aubien’s and Crafts’. Even our barns 
and sheds were barely suflicient for 
the absolutely necessary wants of the 
garrison, everything of the kind having 
been destroyed by the Indians at the time of 
the massacre of the garrison in 1812, and only 
rebuilt and reoccupied five years before I re- 
ported for duty. Dr. Hall had a pack of 
twenty-one fox-hounds, and I was dubbed 
„Master of the Hounds.” Then we hunted 
every day during the season. One day we 
would start a red fox on the eas: side of the 
Chicago River and finally run it to burrow, 
rarely catching one in the open. On the fol- 
lowing morning we would, without fail, start 
a deer and run it tor hours until it took

—Potawatomies—-were generally peaceable, 
but at times very troublesome. On one oc- 
casion, being alone in the fort, report was 
made to me that Indians at the hut of a half- 
breed in the employ of the sub-agent, were 
rioting and had bitten off one of his thumbs, 
I took a couple of the guard and visited 
the rioters, whom 1 found in a log- 
hut near agency, some twelve 
feet square. They had barricaded the 
door, and gave notice, being drunk, that they 
would kill whoever forced an entrance. We 
were accustomed to ‘such threats. ‘The door 
was foreed, and 1 stood in the open with 
a soldier’s musket and 5 quietly rest- 
ing on each side of me. course all resist- 
ance was quelled, and after tying to r 
the two thumbs of the chief and stretching 
him up so that only his feet touched floor, 
placing one sentinel at the outside of the door 
and another inside, I returned to the fort 
and thought no more of the matter. Ou the 
following morning I visited my prisoners, 
gave them a scolding and tatherly talk, to- 
gether with provisions, and sent thein off,

In this dilema Col. McNeil expressed 
his unwillmguess to order any party upon such 
a duty, as the weakaess of bis command ren- 
dered it impossible to detach a torce sufficient 
to protect itself; and yet there existed the most 
urgent necessity for information being con- 
veyedto Rock Island, be the hazard what it 
might. In this emergency Adjutant Webb vol- 
unteered his services, which wore giadly ac- 
cepted, and, having r his Adjutan- 
cy, be left the fort on the 4th of February, 
accompanied by a Se nt and an Indian 
guide, with one horse to ride and break a path 
through the snow, and one to pack their pro- 
visions. It was his intention to make Rock 
River, where lived an old French fur-trader, and 
there procure a Winne 
Fort Armstrong, on the Miss 

back his Pottawatomie guide. 

Rock River. however, on the evening of the 
fourth day, he heard the Winnebagoes actually 
engaged in their celebrated war-dance, and was 
told that it was preparatory to their leaving 
inthe morning on a war- path, to surprise and 
capture Fort Armstrong, the very place 

Lieut.. Webb was seeking a friendiy guide. The 
immediate cause of this outbreak was said to be 
the arrival on the river, two days previously, of 
three 1 s Wb had been sentenced to be 
bung at Kaskaskia for the murder of soldiers at 
Fost Armstrong some months before; but

was the fact, that the Winnebagoes were 
in league with the. Siovx to cut off the 
garrison at St. Anthony. Lieut. . Webb 
and his Indian end soldier, were secreted b 
Frenchman, Lasailier, until all was quiet: 

he then commenced an examination into the 
probabilities and possibilities 2 to Fort 
Armstrong, without the aid in defiance of 
the Winnebagoes. To follow the course of the 
river was certain des but there was a 
chance over the great prairie. The thermome- 
ter, when he left Chicago, marked eight degre 
below zero, and it had been growmg colder; 
and Lasallier admitted that, after a day's 
chase over the great prairie, the Indians 
would probably return from fear of freez- 
ing to death—a fate that he said would certainly 
overtake the officer if he made the attempt. 
Lieut. Webb acquiesced in this reasoning and 
advice, and agreed to return to the fort, and 
asked to be roused at 2.0’clock in the morning 
with that view. He kept his own counsel; but, 
of course, the idea of returning never for a mo- 
ment crossed his mind. In the first place, the 
abandonment ot the expedition from a - 
sion of danger was to be 

for ever; but even this was trifling 
in comparison with the reflection that an entire 
regiment of soldiers and their wives and children 
would, by such abandonment, be ieft to the ten- 
der mercy of the savages, who had promised 
their allies to spare neither nor sex. Be- 
sides, inured to fatigue and exposure, and court- 
ing both from habit. Lieut. W as be has fre- 
quently said, believed that he 

could outtravel the In 

start; and, in any con ney, 

more continuous fatigue now that they had had 
four days’ training. And as for that- was 
only a question of endurance. If they could 
walk without rest for two days and t nights 
they were certain to reach their place of deésti- 
nation, as the cold would not be fatal while in 
motion, and the Indians would thus be put at 
detiance, 

At 20’elock on the morning the 8th of 
February, his twentieth birthday, Lieut.

But the Pottawatomie's fear of the 
Winnebagos could pot be overcome: and the 
Indian would not listen to being left alone in 
the Winnebago 8 even with his face 
turned toward home. e was fairly warned 
that almost certain abandonment and death 
awaited bim in the forced march about 
undertaken; but persuasion, and threats, and 
orders were alike disregarded. Return he dared 
not; and so be braved death in the other direc- 
tion, well knowing that, iy the pursuit was a hot 
one, be would have but little chance against the 
endurance of the white man. The Indian will 
trot otf his hundred mileg while the best white is 
doing his seventy-five; but when it comes to en- 
durance day after day and night after night, the 
white man increases in his — 
and bis ability to perform, while is 
worn out and rendered absolutely unable to sus- 
tain the ordinary amount of physical exertion.
